NEW YORK, July 27.—!mportant
stocks, particularly rmiils, wers once
more under moderats pressure today,
with sympathetic heaviness n some
of the better known specialties. Trad-
fng was almost the lightest of any
full sesslon thus far this summer and
was limited more than ordinarily to
the usual speculative favorites, a hadf
scare of which made up fully 60 per
cent of the day's business.

There was again u complete absence
of outslde interests, this txct eneoiir-
aging the brars to continue their re-
cent operations for the declines. Gen
el news had little or po bearing
or influence on such changes as were
reéconded. The last half of the ses-
siopn was characterized by absolute
siagnation, with some shadine of
prices at the clofe.

U. 8. Steel was even more apathetic
than yesterday. Declines of 1 to 2
points were registered by rails.

Buying on a large scale began in
the wheat pit a8 soon as the market
opened. Even the most conservative
suthorities admitted that the black
rust was spreading and was doing ma-
terial damage.

Some estimies on black rust dam-
age to wheat in South Dakota ran
as high as S0 per cent. Thirty-two
fielde were abandoned, were sald to
be not worth setting. Reports of the
corn crop going backward on aceount
of eontinued extremely dry, hot weath-
er, resulted in higher prices [or corn.
